P. THOMAS,

T
MHe Recites the Cir Constitating
Mis Reasons for Reslgning the Superin-
tendency.
(From the News and Courier, August7.)

As late Superintendent of the South
batolina Military Avademy, justice to
tnyself as well as to the cause of sound
tiseipline in the State’s military school
constraing me reluctlantly to break my
veticence in gonnection with my rveisg-
nation and to place the facts before the
public tribunal, 'I'he case is  best
stated in the logical order of the fol-
lowing commnnnications:

1. Under date of July 5, 1883, Col-
Thomas, Superintendent, wrote as fols

» lows to General Hagood, Chairman of
the Board of Visitors:

“The Exceutive Committee of the
Boanrd ot Visitors having on a recent
oceasion declined to investigate a re-
port made by me as Superintendent,
of combination of serious character
among the eadets of'this Acadewny, and
having further excused a wmeeting of
said eadets, boldly held without the
previous knowledge or sanction of the
Superintendent, both ecases involving,
a3 I hold, principles vital to diseipline
I take leave to state that 1 feel that 1
have not been sustained, and that the
Exceutive Committee has not given to
my oflice the consideration due to it
underthe law ol the Academy.

“lence I have the honor, ngreeably
to Article 5th, Reguiations, to give the
required notice of resignation.”

Soan  theveafler I appivel o the
Chaivman for his consent to my nakings
public this notice of my resignation in
order that the issue made might be
distinet and disconnected from subse-
auent dl'.vt'lollmcnls. To this the
Chairman, on ground of good of the
Academy, declined to assent.

Under date of August 2, 1883,
Colonel  Thomas,  Superintendent,
wrote as follows to General Ilagood,
Chaivoran Board of Visitors:
Sy comminiieition of July 5, 1885,
containg the immediate Grounds of my
vesignation.  Desiring  the leard of

Visitors to understand fully my tands

of aetion, 1 have the honor to request
that yon submit to thut body the re.
ports Nos. 1 and 2, enclosed herewith
which the Exceutive Committe of the
Board did not deem it expedient to
investizate,

YWhile the servious difterences of
opinion growing out of a grave ques-
tion of discipline, and some discord
in general between the Board of Vis-
itors and the Supevintendent, make
my retivement from my oflices imper-
ative and irrevocable, let me here ex-
press the sentiment that moves me of
unimpaired devotion to my alma mater
Conneeted for nearly twenty years
with the old Academy and the new,
and thus bound to both by strong ties
and tender memories [ shull continue
to mintain with unswerving lovalty
the cause of the Citadel. No longer
serving the Academy nuder the Doard
I shall be found in the ranks of (he
citizenship of the State doing all in my
power o maznity South Carolina’s
schoolofarts and arms,an institution ab-
solutely indispensable to the tull devel-
opment of the mental andjmoral forces
of hier youth,  No longer the execntive
of the Board, I shall be ity ally and its
champion in every wise measure of its
future administration,

“Alow me to close with the expres-
sion, herctofore made three years ago,

of my apprecintion  of  the con-
fidence  of the Board of Visitors
in calling me to the work of re-

establishing this school, of reluming
the fires on the neademic altar.  In my
sphere | have songht, God knows how
earnestly, to lay the toundations broad
and deep; 1o make the scholarship of
the Acadewmy thorough, accurate and
pelished; its soldiership industrious
and genuine; its code o ethics high;
in fine to cast it in a monld as lofty as
I could fashion. This has been my
firm purpose. [How far I have efleet-
ed it, and to what extent I am myself
responsible for my unrealized ideal, 1
shall leave to the public judgment.
But this I know, and will declare, that
I builded the best I knew how ; that 1
have teied to eomprehend my trust
and to keep faithful to it withesinglenes
of aim.

Uhat the Board of Visitors has
songht the good of the charge coms
mitted to it I have never doubted; and
my prayer is that its administeation
may be blessed with the largest and best
results for the Academy and the coun-
trey.

“When the time shall come for me
to relinquish my trust, I congratulate
mysellf upon the fact that T shall be
chabled to turn over to the Doard of
Visitors the Academy in excellent
working orvder, and without one dol-
lar's indebtedness,”

4 On August 4, 1885, when the
Board of Visitors sitting at the Citadel
were on the eve of adjournment sine
ie, Quartermaster White, sayipg that
he had been divected so to do, handed
me the paper annexed, signed 8. B,
Joneg, Secretary. It came without
previous consultation with the Super-
intenden,t and was a surprise to that
oflicer, because he had been led to con-
clude from the individonal views ex-
pressed to him by a member of the
Board that the finding of the Court of
Inguiry would Le the end of the Schir-
mer matter, and that my promofon of
Cadet Scivmer would not be called in
(uestion,

[ Hrtracts from Minutes. )

“YCADET ScHiEMER'S (CAse.—When
the recent Conrt of Inquiry was con-
vened the Board of Visitors reserved to
itselfto inguire, beyond the charges and
apecifieations presented, into the fitness
of Cadet Schivmer for the offico to
which he was appointed. Having dis-
charged this duty,

‘* Iesolved, That, considering ail the
circumsinnces developed, while the
Board have acquitted Cadet Schirmer
in_the Court of Inquiry of the charges
affecting his character as & gentleman,
yeb in their apprehension the academic
career of the Cadet does not exhibit
¢ualifications enabling him to discharge
the duties of an officer usefully to iﬁe
Acndemy. The Suoperintendent ls,

lhe-oorrl.
ediately upon its receipt, inyit-
ing tho Chairman to my office, 1 ros-
peotfuliy but briefly nolrﬂad him that,
tloamlnli the order illegal, I did not
intend to exeente it. He replied, in
sbs neg, that there was nothing more
to be baid, and the interview ended, 1
here state,‘in vindication of my aol-
diery charaeter; that I stood on these
grounds: (he regulations of the Acad .
emy mnke up the code of the Aeadeny
stand’to the Board of Visitors and
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_ In . the . telatidnh of
ariny regulations to officers and subor-
dinates.  "T'ho regulations of the South
Carvolina Military Academy, though
made up by the Board of Visitors,
undor tlw authority conferred in the
Act 1Imssud December 2, 1842, and en-
titled **An Act to convert the Arsenal
al Columbia and the Citadel and Maga-
ziie in and near Charleston into mili-
tary schools,” are binding equally on
the Boavd und on the Superintendent.

Art. 3, Regulations 8, C. M. A.,
reads: *“I'he Superintendent will have
immedinte governmentjot the Academy
and be held responsible for its correct
management,’”

Art. reads thus: *The cadets
of the Academy shall constitute’ s inilis
tary corps, and shall be subjected to
military discipline under command of
the Superintendent.”

Art. 92 contains  the following
special points: “*“The commissioned or
non-commissioned officers shiall be ap-
pointed by the Superintendent from
‘those cadets who have been most
active and soldier like in the perform-
ance of their duties, and most exeimn-
plary in their general deportiment.’”

Again: “Cadet officers, of whatever
rank, arve requirved to be loyal to their
trust and do their duty with conrtesy,
but at the same time with firmness
and entive impartiality.  Any cadet
officer who negleets his duty and
betrays the confidence reposed in him
will be reduced to the ranks,” &e. It
is not stated, be it noticed, that the
eadet oflicer must of necessity be pop-
ular with his comendes.  Being sum-
mavily ealled upon, without previous
conference on a delicate matter, to
revoke the appointment which 1 had
made under the law—in which appoint-
ment, as to its wisdom and propriety,
I have been anthorized by Major Cain,
Lieut. Weaver, U. 8. A, and Capt.
Lyman Hall, of my late military fam-
ily, to state, if I deemed it contributory
to my vindieation, that, although not
oviginally consulted by me in the mak-
ing ol it, they fully coneurred with me
—1 conld not hesitate as to my duty,
To reveke Cadet Scrgeant Schirmer's
appointment was to reduce him to the
ranks, to put him under ban without
cause and without trinl—to deny him
the rights and  privileges accorded to
other cadets,  That, in my judgment,
was the plain Eoglish of the order
that came to me.  As the Regulations
state that o cadet officer can be de-
prived of his office only when he
negledts l]lt_t_\' or betrays confidence re-
posed in hini Fi@ld __that the ovder of
thie Board was clearly Tiiegal, and [ fult
as 0 man and soldier absdtved from
any obligation to obey said ovdvr._1
could not and would not serve at tha’
altar of what 1 deemed illegal sacritice
—illegal as to the written law and the
Regulations and also as ‘o the unwrit-
ten law ot common justice,

4. Subsequently, the same evening
of August 4, 1 sent to the Chairmun
the following formal notice:

“I have received the orvder of the
Board of Visitors divecting me 1o ve-
voke Cadet Schirmer's appointiment as
Sergeant ol the corps,  Without enter-
ing into the gquestion of the legality of
the ovder, I have the honor to deeline
to be the instrument, in my oflicial
position ns Superintendent, for doing
what [ regard o seriovs injustice to a
worthy and deserving cadet by inflict-
ing upon him that punishment which,
by the regalations of the Academy, is
cspecinlly appropriate to the case ol a
feadet oflicer who neglects his duty s
betrays the conlidence reposed in him,’
neither of which oflences Cadet Ser-
geant Schirmer has committed.”

The News and Courier of Angust 3,
by authority of *some  member o
members of the Board of Visitors,™ as
the Chaivman subsequently in‘ormed
me, annonncoed that my resignation had
been nceepted, to take eflect, ns 1 had
proposed July 25, on October 1 next,
This was my first notice ol action on
my resignntion, although 1 had on
July 15 and on July 18 urgently but
unsuceesstully  asked  leave of  the
Chaivman  to make the et of said
resignation public,

J. About o p.om. Angust 5, General

Walker, acting Scerctary of the Board

of Visitors, sent me the following

paper:

Angust 4, 1885, T'he resignation of
Col. J. . Thomas as Supervintendent
of the Academy was received and
aceepted by the Board, to tnke cffeet
October 1, 1885, and the following
resolutions were adopted :

“Resolved, That the Doard of Vis-
itors in neccepting the resignation of
Col. J. P. Thomas, Superintendent
South Carolina Military Academy, de-
sives (o express it sonse ol the zeal
and earnestness with which he has dis-
charged the duties of his office, and
that in retiving from the institution he
carties with him the best wishos of the
Board far his futnre welfare?)!

Augnst 5, 1885, On motion, the
action of the Board relative to Colonel
Thomas’s resignation at the meeting
Aungust 4 was reconsidered and the
following substituted therefor:

“Resignation of Colonel Thomas was
sitbmitted,

tesolved, 1. That Colonel T'homas’s
resignation as Superintendent be ney
cepted (o take effect to-day,

2. That the senior oflicer prescent
for duty is placed in command and
will discharge the duties of Superin-
tendent until further orders.”

My refusal to revoke his appoint-
ment, and to reduce Cadet Sergeant
Schirmer to the ranks, explaing the
chanee of action by the Board towards
me.

My resignation was based upon the
failure of the Executive Committee of
the Board to sustain discipline on the
occasion of two serious violations of
the special law of the Academy, form-
ally and regularly reported by the
Superintendent and  ignoved by the
Execentive Committee of the Bonrd.

As to the circuamstances under which
my resiguation of July 5 was finally
accepted, I am content to leave the
matier al issue with the tribunal before
which, with as liitle comment as 1
could afford, I have placed it.

Until dissatisfaction of eadets with
the promotion of Cadet Schirmer met
encouragement from those in authori-
ty, my work in establishing the South
Carolina Military Aecademy upon a
sound basis and putting it upon n sue-
cesaful earcer had not been questioned,

If I have retived from my posl, after
arduons service, without (he com-
mendation of the Bourd o” Visitove, I
can at least hope for th .t higher ro-
ward, the approval of the people of the
Btate, for whom in this work 1 have
labored.

The Baltimore Manufucturers’ Re-
cord published last week nearly five
pages of special reports covering the
whole South from qulrgiutmn to ’Fexns
showing that the prospects for the
crops and the outlook for business in
this  section are rvemurkably good.
Not only is the aereage of the cotlon,
corn and tobaceo crops the largest on
record but the reports are almost unan-
fmous in stating that the yield of these
crops as well as of the smaller crops
excepling wheat, will greatly excuct‘
the best crops ever before produced.
It is also shown that the crops have
been wmade at a much lower cost thun
in any preceding vear and that the
licns on the crops for money ndvanced
to the farmers in much less than here-
totore.

The official reporis from South Car-
olinu show that while this 3tate will
produce about four million bushels
more of corn and vrobably over three
hundred thousand bales more than last
yvear, the aggregate amount of agricul-
tural liens given to obtain advances
upon the growing crops is 3,000,000
less than in 1882, notwithstanding the
fact that the intervening years 1883
and 1884 were unfavorable crop vears,

ment estimates the corn crop at 40,-
000,000 Dbushels  agninst 21,000,000

The reports regarding the corn crop
from the whole South are of the most
flattering character, some stating that
the yield will be the best for years,
others the best for twenty  years, and
many the best ever known,

It is thought by the United States
commissioner of agriculture that the
increased acreage in corn over last
vear, and the splendid yicld which is
now assured, will give the South not
muchless than 50,000,000 bushels of
corn more than last year.

The cotton erop, it is believed, is
tafe for much the largest ever made,
and for at least from 1,000,000 to 1,-
H00,000 bales more than last year,

Of tobaecco, fruits and vegetables the
crops are the largest ever made in the
South, while 1ice promises a splendid
yield and sugar is fur more satis-
factory and profitable a crop than in
1884,

Stimulated by the unprecedented
crops, business is alremdy showing a
decided improvement, and- tha pros-
peets throughoul{lie South for the full
and winter {fade are reported as nn.
usually good.  In the organization of
railvond  and manufacturing  enter-
prises theve is great activity, and the
outlook for the industr. 1 interests is
particularly promising.

A Cineinnati special says: ‘'he Ohio
Democratic State Convention, which
is to be held at Columbus on the 19th
and 20th inst., is exelting no small

It is
not a foregone conclusion that Gov-
crnor Hoadly  will again head the

ticket, Judge Howmdly is an able man
but he is woefully lacking in potiiical
balanee and his conduct of his eam-
paign two years ago was tull of mis-
takes. Ile is too impulsive to make
shrewd and caleulating politician, and
too erratic and full of noods to meet
the publicy day after day and forever
beguile it into his way of thinking and
lead it to his support at the polls,
Whatever he for the moment thinks,
that to him is reveuled gospel, and his
first impulse is to enunciate it from
the platform on which he may happen
to be placed. It comes on wood inside
authority that a deep feeling  against
his re-nomination exists in Cincin-
nati, his home, and that sevious oppo~
sition from that quarter may yet arise.
Judge Hoadly was never popular with
the ‘I‘)umuumliu masses of Clneinnati,
and his ways were not their wavs, and
he never paid mueh attention to local
alluirs or local leaders until he came
np ns candidate tor nomination for
Governor. There never was any loy-
alty for bim in Hamilton county.

Ex-Mayor Means, of Cincinnati, is
suid to desive the position of Licutenant
Governor, and 1o that end favors the
nomination of some man for the hoad
of the tickent from the central or
novthern part of the State, 1t is not,
theveforve, settled that Homdly  will be
re-nominated, and it is aliogether more
than likely that any deeided show of
opposition may drive him from (he
field altogether. Little is said about
minor plices on the ticket or touching
the platform. T'he latter will, ol conrse
declarve tor n liguor license law, us it
has done for several years in the pasi.
The great contest this vear is, in fuet,
over the Legislature, no matter how
much ench side may ey o cover the
question ap and keep the United States
Senatorship in the background. It
will not stay there, but reveals itself
at almost every turn i corner ¢f the
debate.

THE OHIO DEMOCRKRACY.
Enthusinstic Gathering of the Parcly in Con-
vention---Governor Hon lly, n Fine Sinte
Tleket, nnd a Sound Platforim.

The Ohio Democratic State Conven-
tion assembled at Columbus on Thurs-
day last. A permancent organization
was readily effected, and all prelimina-
ry gquestions were promptly sotiled,

Nominations for Governor being in
order, Congressman Geo, W. Gedides
offercd the nune of Governor iloadly
in quite un extended speecli: e paia
a high compliment to Judge ‘I'inrman
for the conrse taken by that gentleman
inannouncing that he conld not allow
the use of his name betoro the conven-

tion,  Mr. Geddes coanclided by nov-
ing a suspension of the vules vl the
nowination ol Governor Howdly by

nechunation,

General Michael Rvan, of Cincianuati,
scconding the motion,  detendod  the
Governor at length against  charges
that he hiad made mistakes, When the
motion was put the vote was unani-
mous ad enthusinstic with the exzep-
tion of four voices from the 1henilton
county delewation.

After s committee hivd been appoint-

ed to wait on Governor  Hoadiy ad
bring him before the convention, W,
V. Marquis, of Logan county, in a

short speech presented  the name  of
Johu vi. Warwick, of Massillon, for
renomination tor Licutenant-Governor,
The motion was immediately put and
carrvied amid great applause,

Before procecding mether wit!, the
nomimations  Governor  loadly  was
introduced amid much enthusiadm wind
explained why he had not been an out-
spoken enndidate for the nomination.
The party had brought him throngh
before without wueh effort on his part
and he thronght he had no vight to
claim renomination under the rules of
ln'(-l:mlunl, the Convention being veee
o act without asking. e could now
be held to vespond to the eall, and with
better health would  hope for even
better results in the discharge of his
trust.  He demanded the most searvch-
ing criticism of his official nets,  ile
endorsed the work of the last Loegislas
ture, saving that nothing was done by
it which Judge Foraker would have
dared to veto ir he had the power. 1o
thought that Judge Foraker instead of
finding fault with the present adiminis-
tration should be defending the mem-
ory of Rutherford B, Tlayes and the
Legisluture which robbed Cincinnati
of local sell-government.  Governor
Hoadly defined himself as againat pro-
hibition and said he did not believe
that  rvegulation and taxation were
eternal,  Taxation was odious to him.

After the Governor had concluded
his speech, on motion of the Hamilton
county contingent which had objected
to his momination, three cheers were
given,

The ticket was completed by the
nomination of Peter Drady for 1'reas-
urer, James Lowrence for Attorney
Genernl, Gibson Atherton for short
term Supreme Judge, Chas. 1. Martin
for the long term, and IHenry Werble
for Member of (he Board of Publie
Works.

The platform congratulates the coun-
try upon the clection of Cleveland and
Hendricks, and the auspicions begin-
ning of their administration; upon the
dewrmination of the President to con-
fine the use of publie lands to public
purposes. It commends the adminis-
tration of Governor Hoadly, aud reaf-
firmg the State platform of 1884, It
opposes  snmptuary legislation, und
denounces monopolios, It mourns the
death of General Grant, and¥pays a
brief tribute to his memory,

The Convention adjourned amid
great enthusiasimn,
